When  Rob  Wearing  first  came  chugging  down  Argyle  Street  in  his 
an,  the  Selwyn  House  boys  were  not  sure  what  to  make  of  their 
new  phys-ed  teacher.  "I  had  an  open-neck  shirt  and  very  long  hair," 
Rob  recalls.  "Of  course  the  kids  were  all  immaculately  dressed  and 
with  short  hair.  So  I  didn't  meet  the  dress  code,  and  I  felt  quite 
awkward.  It  was  then  that  I  wondered  what  I'd  gotten  myself  into." 

In  those  days  Selwyn  House  was  a  much  different  place.  "At  that 
time,  the  school  had  a  very  academic  nature,"  he  says.  "Dr.  Speirs 
was  still  here  teaching  linguistics,  and  Jack  Martin  was  teaching 
Latin.  Everybody  participated  in  intramural  sports.  There  may  have 
been  some  athletic  competition  against  other  private  schools,  but 
certainly  not  against  public  schools."  Through  sheer  dedication  Rob 
was  soon  wringing  championship  performances  out  of  football,  rugby 
and  wrestling  teams  that  didn't  even  exist  when  he  came  here. 

Thirty-three  years  later,  he  has  not  only  transformed  Selwyn 
House  into  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with  athletically,  but,  as  Senior 
School  Director,  has  guided  hundreds  of  young  men  through  years  of 
growth  and  challenge,  for  which  they  will  always  be  grateful.  "Even 
though  I've  been  here  33  years,  I've  done  three  or  four  different 
things.  So  it  hasn't  been  like  being  in  the  same  school,"  he  says.  "At 
one  time  I  was  here  while  Ben  was  here,  so  I  enjoyed  that  part  of  it.  I 
gives  you  a  different  perspective  on  things." 

Saying  he  always  felt  more  like  an  older  brother  than  a  father 
figure  to  his  students,  Rob  admits  his  greatest  regret  over  the 
years  has  been  the  students  who  "you  want  to  keep  in  school  but  you 
don't  know  how  you're  going  to  do  it.  It  always  seemed  to  me  that  the 
school  took  a  student  in,  so  there  was  some  obligation  to  make  sure  h 
got  through,  come  hell  or  high  water,"  he  says,  "and  sometimes  the 
water  was  pretty  high.  I  always  took  it  very  personally  when  a  kid 
was  asked  to  leave  or  failed  or  decided  to  go  elsewhere." 
"I  always  enjoyed  kids.  If  you  keep  your  eyes  and  ears  open  they  can 
teach  you  an  awful  lot.  I'm  sure  I  learned  as  much  from  them  as  I 
imparted  to  them.  Hopefully  you  never  make  the  same  mistake  twice 
Once  you  learn  a  lesson  you  learn  it  well.

Knowledge,  patience  and 


A   sense  of  humour.  These  are  the  three  essential  quaUties  a 
rAteacher  must  have,  says  Phil  Litvack.  He  should  know.  After  33 
ears  teaching  math  at  Selwyn  House,  he's  had  all  those  qualities 
_^sted  more  than  once,  but  still  feels  they  add  up  to  a  formula  for 
access  in  his  field. 

rhis  was  my  first  and  only  teaching  job.  I  remember  the  inter\'iew 
with  Mr.  Moodey.  With  his  pipe  it  was  very  hard  to  understand 
hat  he  was  saying.  You  didn't  know  if  what  you  were  saying  was 
hat  he  wanted  to  hear.  They  offered  me  a  job  teaching  math  and  I 
3ok  it.  I  didn't  know  if  I'd  be  teaching  one  year  or  ten." 

^ince  that  day  he  has  taught  math  at  every  level  from  Grade  4  to 
jGrade  11,  as  well  as  Grade  8  science,  at  times  leading  the  chess 
lub,  bridge  club  and  yearbook,  not  to  mention  directing  Prizegiving 
eremonies  for  10  years  and  coaching  badminton  for  25. 

Being  with  the  students  is  the  fun  part  of  teaching,"  he  adds.  "At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  are  always  a  few  kids  who  come  up  and 
lank  you,  and  it's  not  always  the  kids  who  are  getting  90s.  It's  often 
le  kids  at  the  other  end  [of  the  scale]  who  thank  you  because  you've 
•ied.  I  consider  myself  one  of  the  fortunate  few  people  who  don't 
lind  going  to  work  every  day.  Teaching  is  different  from  what  it  was 
%en  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago,"  Phil  says.  "Kids  are  different.  How  they 
■arn  is  different.  WTiat  they  want  to  learn  is  different.  Their  family 
.ickgrounds  are  different.  There  are  a  lot  more  kids  who  come  from 
imilies  that  are  having  problems  in  one  way  or  another,  and  that 
ffects  their  schooling.  It's  much  more  noticeable  today,  but  that's 
Hrt  of  society.  Times  have  changed  and  the  kids  reflect  this. 

'  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  my  career  here.  At  home  I  have  a  stack  of 
.cards  from  students  thanking  me  for  one  thing  or  another.  I've 
ijoyed  it.  I  have  no  regrets.  And  I  think  this  is  the  right  time  for  me 
>  go.  It's  not  the  end  of  something:  it's  the  beginning  of  another 
;iase,  and  I'm  looking  forward  to  it."

Old  when  her  parents  went  to  Austria  on  holiday.  While  they  were 
gone  the  communists  took  over  Hungary  and  closed  the  borders.  Hei 
parents  moved  to  Canada  in  1951,  where  they  petitioned  every  week  for 
Kathi's  release.  Finally,  in  1956,  a  deal  was  brokered  that  allowed  her  to 
leave.  She  advanced  quickly  through  elementaiy  school  with  the  help  of 
tutoring  in  English.  "That's  why  I'm  such  a  stickler  for  gi-ammar,"  she 
explains.  "I  was  also  inspired  by  Mrs.  Ryan,  my  Grade  10  English 
teacher,  and  by  my  father,  who  read  voraciously,  non-stop.  We'd  discuss 
books  together  into  the  night."  j  I 

In  1991,  Geoff  Dowd,  called  her  to  temporarily  replace  Dr.  Byron 
Harker.  A  job  in  Middle  School  came  up,  so  she  taught  in  both  Middle 
and  Senior  schools.  "Those  were  the  best  years  I  ever  spent.  Byron 
Harker  was  a  remarkable  guy.  He  really  set  the  gold  standard  for 
teaching.  I  was  privileged  to  work  with  him  and  we  became  very  good 
friends.  I'm  still  devastated  by  his  death  after  all  these  years." 

The  biggest  challenge  of  teaching  is  to  have  students  see  the 
importance  of  a  book  like  The  Grapes  of  Wrath. To  get  the  kids' 
hearts  to  go  out  to  that  text  is  important.  If  there  has  been  a  loss  of 
English  skills  at  all,  it's  more  the  demands  that  life  has  placed  on 
students.  Being  16  or  17  years  old  today  is  a  tough  job.  The  boys  are 
spoiled  by  the  facility  with  which  research  is  done,  and  that  it  always 
comes  with  bright  lights.  Fewer  have  newspapers  in  their  homes.  Books 
are  not  always  held  in  esteem  in  every  home  the  way  they  were  in  my 
home.  That  makes  a  difference.  Reading  is  not  always  modeled  as  a 
great  activity." 

Ms.  Biggs  has  also  had  outstanding  success  as  public  speaking  coach 
Organizing  the  International  Independent  Schools'  Public 
Speaking  League  competition  last  fall  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  her 
career.  "I've  loved  it.  Wliat  pleases  me  more  than  any  championship  the; 

\    have  won  is  when  I  go  to  a  wedding  or  a  funeral  and  hear  the  boys  give  ; 

speech  and  hear  them  put  their  skills  to  work  in  a  real-life  context." 

Far  more  than  12  years,  she  has  planned  grad  activities  each  spring 
and  she  has  been  coaching  tennis  throughout  her  career  here.

was  another  blow  and  it  completes  the  transition  of  the  library

Mrs.  Winn's  association  with  Selwyn  House  began  even  longer 
ago;  when  her  two  sons,  Tim  and  David  attended  the  school. 
Since  she  began,  she  has  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  friendly 
feeling  that  permeates  the  library. 

One  constant  in  the  stories  told  about  her,  is  the  way  that  she 
dealt  with  each  and  every  student  who  came  to  the  check  out 
desk.  The  line  of  students  would  form  and  every  boy  would  wait  to 
;alk  to  Mrs.  Winn  as  they  signed  out  their  book.  She  spoke  with 
?ach  boy  about  his  choice  and  took  the  time  to  listen  to  what  they 
lad  to  say  about  the  book,  the  author  or  life  in  general. 

She  had  all  the  qualities  of  a  standout  story  teller  often 
beginning  a  session  with  an  anecdote  that  would  allow 
-tudents  to  identify  with  a  storj'  or  a  character.  Whenever  she 
inished  the  boys  wanted  some  discussion.  Perhaps  that  is  why  the 
iculation  desk  was  so  important  to  the  boys. 

In  addition  to  her  library  duties,  Mrs.  Winn  helped  in  the  drama 
productions  with  make-up  and  costumes,  and  with  the  Medieval 
Banquets  held  more  than  a  decade  ago. 

Mrs.  Winn  is  not  the  type  of  person  who  trumpets  her 
accomplishements  and  it  would  be  completely  within  her 
lature  to  underestimate  the  role  she  played  in  making  the  library 
1  warm  and  unthreatening  environment.  She  will  never  know  how 
nany  lives  she  touched  or  the  significant  role  she  played  in 
naking  the  library  an  important  part  of  the  school  experience. 
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e  all  hope  she  knows  how  much  she  will  be  missed  by  those 
of  us  lucky  enough  to  have  the  chance  to  work  with  her.
